induſtriouſly propagated. But this I am afraid, is not our 
Caſe at preſent; ſince the Affairs in Conteſt have been ex- 
tended to ſuch, as are wholly ignorant of us, and our A- 
buſers, or, at leaſt, have no other Knowledge, than what 
has been conveyed by the latter. In what Light therefore 
we are like to appear to ſuch, is eaſy to be conceived, if

J might add a third, which is this. Your Quietneſs, 


and Irreſolution, compared with former Inſtances of your 
Spirit, and Impatience of Injuries on other Occaſions, have 


contributed not a little to the Importance of your Accuſers, 


their Influence over the Minds of Strangers, and their Tri- 
_umph in the too eaſy Faith, which their Suggeſtions have 
met with Abroad, This Difference in your Temper and 
Conduct has been imputed to ſome ſecret Awe, as to the 
only Thing, which cou'd poſſibly give Significancy to your 


Adverſaries, and extinguiſh your uſual Zeal in aſſerting 


your own Cauſe. 


The Difficulties, which attend this Undertaking, I con- 
feſs are conſiderable, and may ſeem to ſome to render the 

Succeſs of it precarious : But they are not ſufficient > ne : 
me from it, I have already intimated the Main of em: 


I mean, the Prejudices, which many have long ſince im- 


bibed : But, as I preſume ſuch Perſons to be thoſe only, 


that have formed their Notions from the Dr's Account of 


us, ſo I hope a Relation of the Facts themſelves will carry 
Conviction along with it, notwithſtanding the Advantages 


the Dr. has on his fide, which are all that- Popularity can 


give, and ſuch as muſt naturally incline the Byaſs of Mens 


Wiſhes towards him. 
The noble Structure, ſo lately erected in this Town, and 
owing in a great Meaſure to his Pains, and Induſtry, is 


a viſible Monument of his Merit. To conceive a reſpect, 
and value for ſuch a Man muſt in a manner be inſtanta- 


neous with the very Reflection upon it, and every Body 
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to fill the Breaſts and Minds of the People of Derhy, clpe- 


cially the Pariſh of A/-Saizts and the Patrons of the 
Church. What Returns of Kindneſs may they not ex- 
pe& have been repaid ſo Generous a Benefactor? 


But, inſtead of this, they are informed that He, who de- 


ſerved ſo well, has met with nothing but Oppoſition from 
the Pariſh, and Corporation to all his Schemes ; that, wea- 
ry of his well doing, the latter have endeavour'd to eject 
him out of his rightful Freehold, his Pulpit, which in his 
Abſence they attempted in a riotous manner; and that 
they did actually introduce 1nto it another, whom they 
choſe to ſupplant him; How will the Expectations of all 
Men be diſappointed ? How diſagreeable ſuch teeming Vi- 
olence, and apparently ungratetul Proceedings ? If they 
are told theſe and many other aggravating Circumſtances, 
they will naturally be inquiſitive to know the Source of 
theſe Uneaſineſſes; how ſo auſpicious a Work, whoſe very 
Name ſhou'd portend Peace, and mutual good Will, ſhou'd 


be the unhappy Occaſion of Ditlenſion, Strife, and ſuch un- 


common Methods of Reſentment. 

And as, in this Enquiry, the Doctor will have the An- 
vantage of that natural Prepoſſeſſion of our Minds in fa- 
vour of any one that has done eminent Service to the Pub- 


lic, by which Men are always inclined to make the moſt 


ravourable Conſtructions of ſuch a Man's Faults, and Fail- 
ings; ſo likewiſe he has the Advantage of the general Pre- 
judice of People againſt Incorporate Bodies, which warps 


their Opinions of the Meaſures entred into by ſuch Socie- 


ties, to the uncharitable ſide of the Queſtion, and ters their 
Invent ion at work for il-favoured Repreſentations. 

To confeſs the latter part of this Notion, concerning 
the Temper of the generality of Men, 1s perhaps no Com- 


pliment to *em ; yet without confeſſing it, the Doctor has 


plainly 
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plainly ſhewn, he was perſwaded of its Truth, by his in- 
liſting upon that part of his Conduct, which was moſt 
ſpecious and popular, and appealing from that to the beſt 
natur'd of our Paſſions, and then proceeding to a Detail of 
ſome Inſtances of the ſevereſt Ulage which he would per- 
{wade the World he has met with, Certainly, *tis no 
inconliderable Specimen of the Doctor's Politics, and the 
beſt Antidote he could uſe againſt any future Suggeſtion 
of certain Reaſons, why it was neceſſary to oppoſe 
him, and why another was choſen to ſucceed him. 
Who could pitch upon fitter Arguments to ſupplant the 
Credit of his Adverſaries, than ſuch, as would have a Ten- 
dency to perſwade the World, the Doctor was ſo good a 
Man, that he could not poſſibly do ill Things, or be guil- 
ty of any Reaſons ſufficient to juſtify an Oppoſition of his 
Schemes, or give any real Occaſion, why the Pariſh, and 
Corporation ſhould wiſh him out, and another in his Place.

O enable the Reader to form a truer Notion of our 
preſent Differences, it will be neceſſary to trace 
em to their firſt Source, the very Propoſal of re- 

building, or repairing the Church of A Saints. 
The Money that was collected upon the Brief, gave Oc- 
caſion to a variety of Opinions, as to the Way and Method 
of employing it: Some propoſed only to repair, others to 
rebuild the Church. The Doctor was of the latter Num- 
ber, but had not Influence enough to gain a Majority, in 
any of the Meetings of the Pariſh, to pais an Order agree- 
able to his Inclinations: However he ſtill continued his 
Endeavours to bring over the moſt conſiderable to his 
Sclieme, and held frequent Conſultations with 'em; nor 
Idid they refuſe maturely to deliberate upon it. But tlie 
E Difficulties that occurr'd ſeem'd to them unſurmountable ; 
and therefore they could not by any Means be induced to 
g<nſent to what was ſo contrary to the Reſult of theirown ' 
Judgment. 
But this was not a Conſideration ſufficient to make the ' 
Do dor deſiſt from his Purpoſe; he remaineth as reſolute

The Doctor, as he 
was all along, is ſtill at the Head of thoſe Affairs, and un- 


.dertikes to ſteer ſafely thro? all Difficulties; but, that 


he may appear to act with more Sagacity, he moves the 
Pariſh to chooſe a Number of the molt able and judicious, 
to whom, together with himſelf, the Management of the 
whole Affair ſhould be referr'd. A Committee was ac» 
cordingly choſe with the Doctor at their Head, aud ſeve- 
ral Meetings were held in order to deliberate, and agrec 

upon 
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upon proper Meaſures; but theſe Meetings, in the Event, 
had more the Appearance of a Project for countenancing, 
and confirming ſuch chemes, as the Doctor ſhould exhibit, 
than for an impartial Conſideration of ſuch, as any other 
particular Members of the Committee ſhould 2dvance: 
So that the Harmony of this Committee was but of ſhort 
Continuance; little Cabals being formed, and Diviſions 
ariſing, which fruſtrated the good Effects expected from it. 
If the Doctor manag'd 'em, it was with Difficulty and 
Uneaſineſs, and they were rather a Clog, than a Further- 
ance to his Intentions. In ſhort, all of *em grew ſoon 
weary of continued Wranglings, and Diſputes, and there- 
fore at laſt conſented, to what the Dr. moſt readily agreed to, 
that the whole Power ſhould be devolved upon him, and 


every thing left to his Conduct. The Corporation too not 


only acquieſced in this, and gave him leave to uſe their 
Name, but aſſured him of their Encouragement and Aſſiſt- 
ance to the extent of their Intereit, and Power. To them 
ne applied to entreat Leave of Abſence for a certain Mem- 
her of their Body, who, by his Intereſt, in ſome Perſons of 
Diſtinction, and, as a Member of the Corporation, might 
be inſtrumental to the Succeſs of the Undertaking. He 
greed with this Gentleman, and took ſeveral Journeys 
with him to London, Cambridge and other Places; and by 
their mutual Aſſiſtance they ſucceeded beyond their Ex- 
pectation: But inſtead of making him a proper Satisfaction 
tor his Time and Trouble, the Doctor has ſince quarrelPd 
with this Gentleman, and abuſed him in a moſt ungener- 
ous Manner, both in Conv-rfation, and the publick Papers. 
In a little time ſuch Progreſs was made, that the Con- 
[butions procured am- anted nearly to the Sum required; 
the Building was carried on likewiſe in the mean time with 
dition: The Expences of it, I believe, were di- 

tributed regularl', and the Doctor now declared, if he 


cduld raiſe, at felt he faid, 5001; but afterwards 3ool. 
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there would be no Encumbrance left on the Pariſh; but 


the Difficulty would be to raiſe this remainder; his own 


Intereſt he looked upon as well nigh exhauſted; he had 
only one Expedient, he told em, and that was to ſell a 


certain Number of Seats : But.this Expedient was eſteemed 


Worſe than the Inconvenience it was deſigned to remedy ; 


the generality of the Pariſh havingalways declared againſt 


2 Ditpoſal of Seats : The Church had hitherto been unap. 
propriated, and every Pariſhioner had enjoyed a general 


Liberty of Sitting, and therefore could it-brook. ſo general 
a Reſtraint. It was likewiſe alledged, that it would be 


very difficult, if not impoſſible for the Doctor to diſpoſe of 


em to the good Liking ot the better fort of People; and 
conſequently this would bs to lay a Foundation for perpe- 
tual Animoſities among em.

nues fix'd in his Purpoſe, and ſcems the more ſo by this Op-

Cantrel replied, he was ordered to preach there, and would 
juſtify what he did. Upon this the Mayor went to his Pew 
and the Service began ſoon aſter. At the time of ſinging 
the Palm Mr. Chambers went into the Pulpit, and Mr. 
Cantrel called to him aloud in, or near the Words following 
Mr. Chambers, Ireceived a Letter Yeſterday, | whic 
Letter this is, (holding up a Paper between his — 
herein I have a Commiſſion from the Biſhop and Dr. 
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« Hutchinſow to forbid you preaching in that Pulpit, and 
s whereby I my ſelf am appointed to preach here as this 
s Day. I do therefore in the Name of the Biſhop, and 
% Dr. Hatchinſoz whoſe Right and Freeholdit is, forbid you

Notwithſtanding this Inhibition, Mr. Chambers kept the ll 
Pulpit, and preached. 5 | 
In the Afternoon the Reverend Mr. Winter, by the Ap- 5 
pointment of Mr. Chambers went into the Pulpit before 
Service begun, and Mr. Cantrel inhibited him in like man- 
ner, as he had done Mr. Chambers in the Morning. | 
The next Day Mr. Chambers ſent an Account of theſe 
Tranſactions to the Biſhop, and the Mayor likewiſe order- 
ed a Gentleman on purpoſe to wait on the Biſhop, to know, 
if his Lordſhip had given Mr. Cantrel ſuch Authority, as 
above; to whom the Biſhop declared, he had not, nor had 
he received any other Information about it, than Mr. 
Chambers Letter. Mr. Mayor was made acquainted with., 
tlzs on Saturday following, and on Sunday Morning went 
with Mr: Chambers to Al. Saints Church, where Mr. Can 
nel was ſeated, with the Surplice on, as before, The.
